Another Tragedy 

Once before this year there 
was a family tragedy that the 
children had • to be told- about. 
It was the death of their infant 
brother, Patrick Bouvier Ken- 
nedy, ; last Aug. 9, two days 
after he had been born. 

Next week was to have been 
a big week for the First Fam- 
ily. Lots of fun and party prep- 
arations had' been under way 
to celebrate John Jr.’s birth- 
day — actually on Monday 
Nov. 25 — on Tuesday with his 
playmates at the White House. 
Party plans also were ready for 
Caroline, on Wednesday. 

Caroline was to be the star 
at a big family birthday gath- 
ering with all her cousins at 
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Her son, Thomas A. Fitzger- 
ald, with whom- she lives sadly 
asked, newsmen: “What would 
be the purpose of telling her at 
her age?’’ 

The elderly woman received a 
gay bouquet from; the President 
and first lady on her birthday 
three weeks a go. 

JEFFERSON, Wis. (UPI) — 
President Kennedy’s younger 
sister, Rose, learned of his as- 
sassination while watching a 
television broadcast from Dal- 
las, Tex., where he was shot. 

“She knows he is dead,” 'said 



a spokesman at St. Colleta’s, 
where she has lived for the past 
20 years.

Along the streets of Hyannis 
Port, where the President has 
been a "familiar figure since boy- 
hood, news of his death was re- 
ceived with stunned silence in 
most cases. 

Assistant Postmaster William 
O’Neil,, a longtime friend of the 
Kennedy family, could only ex- 
press shock. He said he couldn’t 
find the words to egress 'his 
sorrow. 



An elderly woman, sobbing 
softly, murmured: “It’s such a 
terrible, terrible thing.” 

With the hews. State and local 
police immediately barred all un- 
authorized persons from the Scud* 
der Avenue area where the sev- 
eral Kennedy homes are situated. 

This precaution usually was 
necessary only when the Presi- 
dent was at his summer home. 
But the police barriers went up 
as several automobiles and pe- 
destrians moved toward the sea- 
side area.
